But Mr. Maltland is certainly wrong when 
he says that for thia now revelation of beauty 
there was no need of “more beauty than 
usual in the world“; that uncommon beauty 
very surely existed. I think. moreover, that 
the genius for moral beauty, in proportion as 
it deals with a higher type of excellence, la 
also a much rarer type of genina.. And hero 
it is assumed that there were many such en- 

ed in the Imagination of Jesús Christ. 
amador it la not a popular ideal .of good- 
ness; rather one utterly toes to the ex- 
tation and aspiration of those who at that 
ime were looking for a Messiah. It ls, more- 
over, not the ideal of the Alexandrian Philo 
(see “ Philochristas”) not precisely that of

Bat it la not, equally ob- 
that the — ajos of physical 
beauty has a pr roduce physical 
beauty in ourselves, Yet that should be so, 
to warrant Mr, land's negative argument 
from analogy. n fairly realized moral idea 
ves great en N to those who are 
striving for perfection, a supremely realized 
ideal gives yet more. The ideal baving al- 
ready passed from the region of bo gp aspira- 
tion and imagination to that of actuality 
and Mfe, we feel that this may happen again, 
whereas such a possibility la still problematic 
if it has not done so. 

What Mrs. Kingsford, however, so beautl- 
folly saya of the Hucharistic and universal 
value of the sa erit, and of their pro- 
sent quickening influence over men, in virtue 
of their own. attainment, ls in exact agree- 
ment with what I urged in my own paper 
concerning Jesus. Prayer, therefore, may 
be made to the saints, but more especially to 
the Lord.

In the act of thinking, the value of courage, 
of decision, of clearness, of d 
coherence, la very obvious, 
constitute ability of mind. Also, accuracy, 
scope, analytical facult 
generalizing sagacity, 
ness in inventing hy 


ens held it one of the causes of his success 
that never did he either underrate or affect 
to underrate the value or excellence of his 
work. WTien Beethoven was remínded by a 
friend of having varied in one of his works 
from certain rules jald down by the harmon-

This kind of belief in one’s «elf, of assertion, 
of individuality, of consciousnéss of power, of 
decision of character, is necessary tó all the 
highest fights of human work, whether in 
Indeed, what distinetion 
can there be in soch a connection between 
art and thought? Siduey Lanier declared 
that the greatest poetic work must be found- 
ed deep in reflection, The fine arts, whether 
poetical, plastic, pictorial, or musical, are 
simply so many different expressions of 
thought; and, if the art work la great, it la 
adequate expression of 
ity will never venture 
enough to accomplish any grand work; and 
that delusive semblance of humility which 
weakens individaality, which makes us 
shrink into ourselves and tremble before a 
difference from the common level either of 
action or of thought, affects badly both think- 
ing and the expression of thinking. Real 
hamility ix simply a form of truth. It'is an 
attempt at a true estimate of ourselves; for 
if we wish above all things to arrive ata true 
f ourselves, and to set ourselves 
here we ought to be, this la the 
same thing ns to wet the truth above our- 
selves and to keep the eyes upon reality. 
Such a wish, moreover, aud such an effort 
will be Impossible withouta carefal compar- 
ison with an ideal,. This ideal may be a 
dream of our own mind or a generalization 
from characters that we meet or héar of; or, 
indeed, some person may stir us to that depth 
that he becomes for us an ideal, 
ever created in us, the comparison therewith» 
humility will make will give us 
of ourselves and lofty 
thodghts of the possible glories of mind and 
of character.

In my own career, and for my own personal 
endeavors, I have not one word of complaint 
to utter. Throughout the entire period of 
my stay in America, the only cessation of my 
platform work was caused by illness, neces- 
sitating my silence for two or three weeks. 
In New York City and Brooklyn, my dear and 
esteemed friends, Mra. Brigham and Mra. 
Lillle, the permanent speakers engaged, 
gracefally gave up their platforms to me, 
and my large and enthusiastic audiences 
left no loophole: for the surmise that there 


were quite superior, and considerably elviliz- 
ed. Upon the great plains they were divided 
into different kingcoms. , Their form of gov- 
ernment was mouarchlal.

8 ` Tours truly, J. B, Tunxen, 


The story above referred to, an elderly clor- 
Ical friend informs us, was well known to the

In a note at thla point the writer adds: 
It was so ordered in the course of the DI- 
vine Providence’ that thé writer was sorely 
disappointed in his expectation of obtaining 
the papers here alluded to.

Mr. Tennont’s death 
happened during the revolutionary war (1777) 
when the enemy separated the writer from 
him, so as to render it impracticable to at- 
tend him on a dying bed; and before it was 
possible to get to his house after his death (the 
writer bolog with the American army at the 
Valley Forge) b n camo from Charleston 
and took his mother and his father’s papera 
and property and turned to Carolina. About 
fifty miles from rieston the son was sud- 
denly taken sick, and died among entire 
strangers, And never since, though the writer 
was left executor also to the son, could any 
cae of the father’s papers be discovered by 
m.“ , 


The writer thus concludes his account of 
this part of Mr. Tennent's life: 

“The pues and candid reader is left to hia 
own reflections on this very extraordinary 
occurrence. The facta have been stated, and 
they are unquestionable. The writer will 
only ask whether it be contrary to revealed 
truth or to reason to believe that in every age 
of the world Instances like that which is hero 
recorded have occurred to furnish living test- 
Imony of the reality of the Invisible world 
and ot the infinite importance of eternal con- 
cerns.

Mr. Tennent had a classmate at the Log 
College, named Joha Rowland, who became 
In after years very remarkable for his suc- 
cessful preaching and commanding elo- 
quence, but inevrred of course to somo ex- 
tent obloquy and hostility on the part of 
those who disliked his preaching. A rascally 
: fellow named Tom Bell, of considerable tal- 
7 ent but, as the record says, “capable of de- 

scending to every species of iniquity ™great- 
ly resembled Mr. Rowland in personal ap- 


pearance aud was sometimes mistaken for 


him. On one occasion particularly ho was 
so azcosted by “ a pious and respectable man 
to whom Mr. Rowland was well known,” and 
pressed to go home with him. The hint was 
sufficient for the prolific genius of Bell. “The 
next day, Sanday, he weut Into the county 
of Hunterdon and stopped,in a congregation

But he was now out of reach, secure by the 
verdict of Not Gullty.“ Vengeance there- 
fore must now be directed against the wit- 
nesses by whose testimony he had been clear- 
ed. They were accordingly arraigned for 
perjary, and bills were found against Messrs.

Without pursuing the tedlqus minuteness 
of the “Memoir” which gi the cases of 
each of these gontlemen separately, with the 
course of their lawyers, we will) restrict. the 
narrative to Mr. Tennent. “ Asihe was whol- 
ly unacquainted with the natare of forensic 
litigation,” the Memoir says, “and did not 
know of any person living who could prove 
his innocence (all the persons who were with 
him belng indicted) his only resource was to 
commit himself to the Divine Will, and it he 
must suffer, to take it as from the hand of 
God; and expecting this, he prepared a ser- 
mon to be preached from the pillory, if that 
should be his fate.” Three eminent lawyers 
(one a * Philadelphia lawyer,’—even at that 
day the article seems to have been renowned) 
bad been secured, and Mr. Tennent was told 
to present privately his witnesses for exam- 
ination before golog Into court. He repli 
that he did not know of any witnesses but 
God and his own conscience.” He was told 
that 1f he had no witnesses the trial must be 
put off. But he felt that this would look like 
“ fear to meet the justice of his country,” and 
like distrast in “God, whose I am,” he said, 
and who will never suffer me to fall by 
these snares of the devil or his agents and 
servants.” No urgency of hla counsel could 
move him. Nor would he avail himself of a 
flaw in the indictment, which one of. them 
discovered; but insisted on immediate pro- 
cedure to trial; “ and left them In astonish- 
ment, not knowing how to act, when the bell 
summoned them to court.” 

Mr. Tennent, however, took a walk on the 
street. “He had not walked far before he 
met a man and his wife who stopped him and 
asked him It his name was not Tennent. Ho 
assented and inquired if they had any busi- 
‘peas with him. The man replied * You best 
know.’ He then gave his name, and said he 
was from a place which he named (in Pennsyl- 
vania or Maryland) and that Messrs. Rowland, 
Tennent, Anderson and Stevens had lodged 
at his house, or a house where he and his 
‘wife had been servants at a particular time, 
that on the following day they had heard 
Messrs. Tennent and Rowland preach; that 
some nights before they left home he and his 
wife wak t of a sound sleep, and each 
told the other a dream which had just oceur- 
red, the ams In substance, viz., that he, Mr. 
Tennent, at Trenton was in the greatest dis- 
tress, and that it was in their power and 
theirs only to relieve him Considering it as 
a remarkable dream only they again went 
to sleep, and it was twice repeated precisely 
in the same manner to both of them. This 
made'so deep an impression on thelr minds 
that they set off, and here they werg. and 
would know of him what they were to do. 
Mr. Tennent went with them to the court- 
house, and his counselon examining the man 
and his wife found their testimony to be full 
to the purpose.” j

THE “ DRUG" TRADE, 

A stranger will be surprised at the large 
number of drug stores in Montpelier, but ha 
need not suspect that an unusual trade in 
medicine, and consequently an unhealthy 
country, is the cause. If he is discreet in his 
inquiries he wilt readily learn that Vermont 
has a prohibitory liquor law, and that by far 
the larger proportion of the “ drug" trado is 
in contraband fire-water. A back room, a 
conventent side door and the co-operation 
of their bibulous constituents enables tho 
“ draggiste" to regard with favor h law which 
assista them in accumalating the large 
profits that othe: would enrich the vile 
publican and n keeper. This condition 
of the tramo might bo regarded with some 
favor did it ted to decrease drunkenness, 
but as a matter of fact drug-store rum seems 
to make drank come ss quickly and often 
and with as much robustness, even to the 
degree of snakes-in-the-boots, as does the 
stuff retailed in the licensed groggery. And 
the workings.of the law seem to be about the 
same in other sizable towns throughout Ver- 
mont, ;

COMMENTS ÙN THE CAMP. 

We have no fault to ind with the Manage- 
ment of thia enterprise, but ina friendly spirit 
will make some comments.

In- 
crosso the distance between the eve and the 
penny so that the dollar beyond may come into 
view. With an ontlay of, say, $20,000, and 
fresh blood in the management, Queen City 
Park can be made a model place, unique in 
ite way, and offering potent attractions to 
the most desirable class of patrons. The 
money would not be sunk; but would pay 
well as an investment, and in five years’ time 
the place would become what it never can 
under the current policy. 

At this camp one meets sober, thoughtfal, 
Intelligent men and women who have come in 
from the valleys and mountains to sperid a 
few’ days or weeks, after the toll of the har- 
vest bas passed. It is refreshing and profita- 
ble to talk with. somo of these people. And 
they too galn by contact with visitors from 
different parts of the country. We had the 
pleasure of meeting, for the first time, a good- 
ly number of old subscribers and correspond- 
ents, people that one may sately “tie to.” 

We have no special, personal, interest in 
one camp more than another, all are of equal 
interest to us, as agencies in the great work. 
We desire to see them all prosperous and 
showing rapid yearly improvement in direc- 
tlons which make for the higher aspects of 
‘Spiritaatism. z

Concluded. 

Says the Rov. Dr. Archibald Alexander in 
his “Log College,“ perhaps somewhat ex- 
travagantly: “We have never known a man 
in modern times concerning whom so many 
extraordinary things are related. The most 
important of these are contained In Dr. 
Boadinot's memolr of his lite. But many 
others were omitted; elther because he Judg- 
ed them of not sufficient Importance ta be 
recorded in such a work, or because writing 
for a periodical, he was limited for space. 
Many of these anecdotes he gave to my friend 
and colleague, the Rev. Dr. Miller, and they 
are all belleved to be authentic.” 

“It must be acknowledged that some of the 
facts recorded in Dr.«Boudinot's narrative are 


to believe that they all may be accounted for 
on natural principles, except one.” This 
one, however, is not as one might think the 
three da; neo and its vislons which pro- 
duced so deep and lasting an effect. Anto, 
the venerable Doctor thinks, can all be so 
explained, and he argues this view somewhat, 
citing two parallel cases, In one of these a 
young woman, subject to epileptic paroxysms 
at a regular hour dally for a year, averred 
that in these sho visited heaven; and on re- 
covering conselonsnsss she was accastomed 
to give a particular account of what she had 
seen in the celestial world; though the de- 
scription she gave “bad a strong resemblance 
to Mohammed's account of paradise.” From 
which circumstance the Doctor Infera that, 
as Mohammed was in early life subject to 
epileptic ita, “his whole impostare had its 
origin in similar paroxysms.” In the other 
case, the snbject,a man In middle life, on- 
traucéd in utter unconsciousness apparently 
for four days, declared on reviving that he 
had been in hell, and “had actually seen and 
conversed with devils.” The affidavit of four 
of his neighbors who had known him for 
twelve years certified that “he had ever sup- 
ported the character of an upright, honest 
man, and a good citizen, and that the utmost 
reliance may be placed upon his word; and 
that, to the best of their opinion and bellef, 
his trance cannot be ascribed to any physical 
canse, or to any other than one of the hidden 
and mysterious visitations of Providence.” 
Both these cases, as well as Mr. Tennent's, 
Dr. Alexander seems to think, may be expll- 
cable according to natural laws, thdugh he la 
by no means clear in showing bow. 

“ The only thing,” the Doctor says, “ which 
cannot be accounted for upon the ordinary 
principles of human nature, ls the dreams of 
the man and his wife-which brought them 
from Maryland to Trenton. In this case; if 
the facts are true—concerning which there 
can be no reasonable doubt—there must have 
been a supernatural interposition. In all 
ages of the world suggestions and impres- 
sions have been made in dreams, which have 
been Important to the safety or Interest of 
certain persons for whose sake the commun- 
ication was made.” This ho proceeds to 
‘argue, as he easily and fully might, from the 
Bible; and then adds: God has nowhere in- 
formed us that this mode of communication 
with men should entirely cease; and if there 
are, however rarely, such communications to 
certain persons in sleep it. furnishes-some
